each day in public assistance. 
About 90 per cent of this is in the 
form of direct payment to recip- 
ients of aid, for medical bills or 
supplies, or to the various insti- 
tutions which care for the recip- 
ients; the other 10 per cent repre- 
sents administrative costs. 


County taxpayers contribute di- 


rectly about 25 per cent of the 
costs of public assistance. (It is 
called public assistance by gov- 
ernment; welfare by the taxpay- 
ers. I The other 75 per cent they 
contribute indirectly through state 
and federal taxes. 


Approximately 18 per cent of 


the county budget goes for wel- 
fare, a total of about $3 million 
this year. This is despite the fact 
that San Mateo county's welfare 
receipient rate 
(about 2.1 per 


cent) is among the lowest in Cali- 
fornia. 


In addition, 27 private agencies, 


supported by the United Crusade, 
spend jnother $834.000 annually 
in San Mateo county in public 
service. Private charities, fund- 
drive organizations outside the 
United Crusade, clubs and other 
service groups are estimated to 
provide another $500,000 in assist- 
ance. 


It seems like a lot of money. 


It is. 


Of vital concern to the taxpayer 


is where the money goes, whether 
the programs are necessary, and 
what the future holds in the field 
of public assistance. Certain pat- 
terns have already been set. 


1. Programs will expand, not 


contract. 


As Dr. H. D. Cliope, director of 


the department of public health 
and welfare notes, there has nev- 
er been a society where some 
portion was not dependent on the 
remainder for support. This is 
true whether we speak of ancient 
Rome where wheat was distribut- 
ed to the poor or to Nazi Ger- 
many where deformed and re- 
tarded children were put to death 
as liabilities to the state. 


Enter Government 


Private charities have not been 


able to cope with these problems 
on the scale necessary nor were 
private charities ever designed 
for long-term support. 


Enter Government. 
2. The cost will go up, not down. 
Publta assistance programs in 


California cost the state approxi- 
mately $2 million a day. 


Over the past 10 years, San 


Mateo county has supervised the a 
ixpenditure of $68.8 million for| 
public assistance. Last year the 
figure 
was 
$12.2 million. Next 


year this will increase by about 
$1 million. 


New Programs? 


This is predicated on no new 


programs. President Kennedy and 
Governor 
Brown 
have already 


gone on record in favor of ex- 
panded programs for public as- 
sistance. 


Whether or not San Mateans 


know 
it. the welfare 
program 


within the county is largely writ- 
ten in Washington, D.C., and Sac- 
ramento, not in Redwood City. 
Some of the programs are com- 
pulsory on the county, others are 
optional, depending on the extent 
to which they are supported by 
the state or federal governments. 
Government financing, at what- 


If the county were to cancel 


completely all government pro- 
grams over which it had exclu- 
sive control, the savings to tax- 
payers would be minimal; the 
loss to the county in terms of 
support for hospitals and facili- 
ties, wages to staff and employ- 
ees, payments to doctors, drug- 
gists, etc.. would be -substantial. 


Big Government ' 


Exclusive county control, if pos- 


sible, would necessitate a com- 
plete rewriting of all welfare leg- 
islation, a complete revision of 
federal, 
state and 
county 
tax 


codes. 


3. Emphasis will shift more and 


more 
to 
rehabilitation, 
which 


means an increase in fixed ad- 
ministrative costs relative to fluc- 
tuating direct payments to re- 
cipients.

Road Congestion Hurting 


Industry Says Hiller Boss 


A prominent San Mateo county 


industry executive and national 
aviation figure warned that grow- 


I problems of traffic congestion 


not only are discouraging new in- 
dustries from coming into the 
lommunity but are forcing ma- 
jor firms already located here to 
consider moving out. 


Edward T. Bolton of Menlo 
'ark, executive vice president 
and general manager of Hiller 
Aircraft Corp. and past president 
of the Peninsula Manufacturers' 
Association, issued the warning as 
he added his name to the growing 
list of business, industry 
and 


civic leaders endorsing the City- 
County Highway Plan and the 
$35,000,000 bond issue that will fi- 
nance the first stage of construc- 
tion. 


He pointed out that industry has 


attempted to ease the traffic load 
at peak commute hours by stag- 
;ering work shifts but that these 
efforts have offered only slight 
relief. 


"The City-County Highway Plan 


offers comprehensive and practi 
cal solutions to these annoying 
and potentially strangling conges- 
lion problems," he declared, "and 
s absolutely essential to the con- 
tinued industrial growth and pros- 
perity of San Mateo county." 


The City-County Highway Plan, 


developed by George S. Nolle Con- 
sulting Civil Engineers, Stanford 
Research Institute, D. Jackson 


Faustraan and Stone & Young- 
berg, offers a 30-year plan for 
developing an integrated and ef- 
ficient 
highway 
system 
that 


would serve the entire county. 


The first stage of construction, 


to be completed by 1970, would be 
financed under a plan developed 
by the Governmental research 
Council which includes a $35,000,- 
000 bond issue. 


"Without a program of this 


type, new industry will not be lo- 
cated here," Bolton declared. 


"In fact, with the growing prob- 


lems of congestion in critical 
areas some of our major in- 
dustries will be forced to move 
away. 


"At Hiller, we have 
already 


done everything we can to re- 
lieve the problem by staggering 
our shifts and still our 
people 


have difficulty getting to and 
from work. The same problem ex- 
ists in every other industrial area 
in the county. 


"The financing program recom- 


mended by the Governmental Re- 
search Council and adopted by 
ie County Board of Supervisors 
reduces the cost to a bare mini- 
mum and is deserving of particu 
lar commendation." 


Under the program, the county 


would contribute $5,000,000 from 
:he county's share of gas tax mon- 
ies to help pay for the program 
on a "pay-as-you-go" basis and 
also would commit up to $1,000,' 


000 a year in sales tax revenues 
toward retiring the bonds.

David Kumtirasi Rukidi 111, the 
Omukama of Toro, is one of the 
links with the adventurous days 
of the exploration of East Africa 
by B r i t i s h and American ex- 
plorers. 


His father and grandfather wel- 


comed such famed explorers as 
John Hanuing Speke, discoverer relationship like the states to th 
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of the source of the Nile, an 
Journalist Henry Morton Stanlej 
on their visits to this spectacu 
larly beautiful part

Afric 


called the Kingdom of Toro. 


Today, King George looks 01 


from his palace window on th 
great ranges of the Ruwenzo 
mountain, which divide Ugand 
from the Congo, on the sum 
scene that fascinated the firs 
explorers.

Sitting in his office, which is 


in a separate buiMing from the 
palace, the visitor notes the sim

rupted by the ringing of the phone 
on his desk. 


The only touch that reminds 


you that you are talking to a kinj, 
is the way he is approached by 
his subjects. Whether it be his 
secretary or his servants, al 
drop to their hands and knees 
and address him as "Your High- 
ness" in Rutoro, when they come 
into the office. 


Four Uganda Kings 


King George is one of four Afri- 


can kings in independent Ugand 
and they still retain their powe? 
in a setup that is unique in Afri 
ca. As Uhuru, or independence 
sweeps Africa many of the kings 
have been deposed. 


The other kings of Uganda are 


the Kabaka of Buganda, who has 
a palace in the main city of Kam- 
pala, the Omukama of Bunyoro to 
the north and the Omugabe of An- 
kole to the south. The hereditary 
line of these kings sometmes 
goes as far back as 300 years. 


It was with these kings, es- 


pecially the Kabaka of Buganda, 
that ie British had to deal when 
they took over Uganda at the turn 
of the century. Because the kings 
were so powerful and had the 
respect of the people, the British 
thought it wise not to tamper too 
much with their authority. 


This is also the policy of the 


newy independent 
African gov- 


ernment headed by Prime Minis- 
er Milton Obote. Obote is the 
elected head of the central or 
federal government. The kings 
remain as heads of their king- 
doms or districts which have a 


federal government in the Unite 
States. 


However the kingdoms are no 


feudal baronies. They all hav 
legislatures with elected repre 
sentatives.

collect the taxes that build som 
of the schools and provide go\ 
ernment 
services 
like 
police 


roads, welfare and heallh.

AKRON, Ohio — America's 28 


million bowlers some day may be 
getting their strikes and spares 
on bowling pins made of "test 
tube" wood. 


Hardwood supplies, particularly 


maple for bowling pins, are being 
depleted. The new chemical wood, 
developed by researchers for The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., al- 
ready has been successfully test- 
ed in bowling pins and it can be 
used for such other products as 
gun stocks, golf club heads and 
heel blocks for women's shoes. 


Pure Peat 
Soil Triples 


Production 


HELSINKI—A Finnish agricul 


tural scientist reports that use o 
pure peat as soil can triple farm 
and garden production. 


Peat has been used almost ev 


erywhere in the world, in limitec 
amounts, to mix with soil for 
improved cultivation. 


Nearly one third' of Finland is 


covered by peat bog, but Finnish 
iarmers have used it mostly to 
suild sod sheds and for heating 
their homes. 


Now scientist Dr. Viljo Puust- 


jaervi reports astonishing results 
"rom specially-prepared and fertil- 
ized peat as the sole base for 
rowing vegetables and flowers. 
Puustjaervi 
claims 
Finnish 


rowers who use the peat, devel- 
oped in lengthy experiments that 
began about the end of World 
Var II, have set several world 
growing records. 


Farmers 
have 
produced 75 


pounds of tomatoes per square 
neter (11 square feet). In cucum- 
bers, the yield has been 140 
pounds per square meter. 


These results are about three 


imes 
the 
normal 
greenhouse 


yield, said Puustjaervi. 


"I believe that we have also 


beaten the world record in car- 
nations," he said. "The top yield 
is now 549 flowers per square 
meter in one year, starting when 
the first flowers come." 


"It all started about the end of 


the war," he said. "A friend of 
mine made a chance remark, 
'why don't you with your scien- 
tific knowledge find out what is 
the ideal garden soil?" 


So Puustjaervi set out to solve 


:he problem. He learned that the 
;ess soil used, the better the 
growth. Pure peat gave the best 
results. 


His experiments showed the 


seat had a "surface activity," or 
ligh rate of negatively charged 
particles.

DEVILED EGGS 


2 T. prepared mustard 
1 T. sugar 
1 T. cream 
1 T. vinegar 


tsp. salt 


8 hard-cooked eggs 


paprika 
Finely cut parsley 


Combine m u s t a r d , 
sugar, 


cream, vinegar, and salt in bowl. 
Beat until fluffy. Cut eggs in 
halves lengthwise. Remove yolks 
and mash with fork. Combine 
with mustard mixture to make 
smooth paste. Refill egg whites. 


arnish with paprika and finely 


cut parsley. 


ROAST LEG OF LAMB 


Do not remove fell (the thin, 


papery covering over outside of 
amb). Meat cooks better, keeps 
its shape better and will be juici- 
er if cooked with fell left in place 
until serving time. 


Start oven at moderate 325 de- 


grees. Place leg, skin side down, 
m rack in open roasting pan. If 
fat covering is scant, lay bacon 
or salt pork strips over cut side. 
Roast 35 minutes per pound or un- 
til meat is well done. Remove fell 
and discard it. Serve roast very 
hot on warmed platter. Makes 8 
to 12 servings. 


ANCHOVY BUTTER 


for Bread 


6 T. butter or margarine 
2 T. anchovy paste or 
6 anchovy fillets, mashed. 
Combine softened butter or mar- 


garine with anchovy paste or 
mashed fillets. Beat until evenly 
mixed Use as spread on loaf of 
bread, 
sliced, 
only 
partially 


through, and heated in the oven. 
Serve hot and break apart. 


ASPARAGUS 


1 Ib. asparagus 


boiling water 


1 tsp. salt 
6 T. melted butter 
2 T. lemon juice 
Wash asparagus under cold run- 


ning water several times. Remove 
scales where sand is lodged with 
a vegetable knife. Cut off tough 
stem ends. Cover with water and 
cook 
until tender 
and 
drain. 


Serve 3 or 4 or more stalks as a 
serving, with melted butter com- 
bined with lemon juice. Makes 3 
or 4 servings. 


JELL-O EGGS FOR EASTER 
Make a hole about as large as 


a lead pencil in small end of egg. 
With long needle mix yolk and 
white so they come out easily. 
(Egg white may be taken out sep- 
aretly if desired, but yolk will 
have to be broken.) Rinse shells 
with cold water. Dissolve differ- 
ent flavors of Jell-o, using IVi 
cups hot water for each package. 
Fill eggshells with Jell-o, usin_ 
funnel. Set on end in egg cSn- 
tainer. Chill until firm. When 
ready 
to serve, 
break away 


shells. Serve in nests of whipped 
Jello-, or Baker's Southern Style

PREVENTING SKIN 
ON CREAM SOUPS 


A cream or milk soup has a 


tendency to form a skin on the 
top as it cools. If it is beaten 
just before it is served, the froth 
protects it against skin forma- 
tions. 


A STANDARD CREAM SOUP 
4 cups milk or part milk 


and part stock 


2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons fat 
2 cups vegetable pulp or 


meat or fish pulp 
Salt, pepper, other 
seasonings 


Make a white sauce of (lie liq- 


uid, 
flour and fat. Cook vege- 


tables or meat or fish until ten- 
der, 
drain, and mash through a 


sieve. 
Combine the vegetable, 


meat, or fish pulp with the white 
sauce. Season, beat with an egg- 
beater, and serve. The amount of 
flour may be increased for purees 
and bisques.

CREAM OF ASPARAGUS OR 


CREAM OF CELERY SOUP - 
Follow directions for making a 
standard cream soup. 


CREAM OF LETTUCE SOUP 
3 cups shredded lettuce 
1 cup water 
1 slice onion 
1 teaspoon celery seed 
3 teaspoons butter 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk 


Salt to taste 
Whipped cream 
Grated lemon rind 


Combine lettuce, water, onion, 


and celery seed and cook until 
lettuce is soft. Rub through sieve. 
Make white sauce 
of butter, 


flour and milk. Add sieved let- 
tuce and season to taste. Serve 
with whipped cream sprinkled 
with lemon rind. 


CREAM OF ONION 


POTATO SOUP 


3 cups scalded milk 
1 cup potato water 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons butter 
4 medium potatoes 
4 onions 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley- 


Salt and pepper 


Boil potatoes and onions to- 


gether until tender. Drain. Save 
water and rub v e g e t a b l e s 
through a coarse strainer. Make 
white sauce of the liquid, flour, 
and fat and combine with the po- 
tato and onion pulp. Season with 
chopped parsley, salt and pepper. 
Beat with an egg-beater and serve 
with croutons.

CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP 
1 quart milk 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 pint tomatoes

flour and butter. Cook the 


:omatoes until tender, and mash 
Jirough a coarse sieve. Just be- 
:ore serving, add the soda to the 
;omatoes and gradually add the

beat thoroughly with egg-beater. 


CROWN ROAST OF PORK 
Crown of pork 
Bacon or salt pork 
Wild Rice and Chestnut Stuff-

Have crown of pork made at 


the market. Season with salt and 
pepper. Wrap rib ends with bacon 
;o prevent charring ofboneends. 
rack in an open roasting pan. Fill 
with Wild Rice and Chestnut Stuff- 
ing.

Today's young homemaker, unlike "Mother Hubbard," keeps the 
cupboards and refrigerator well supplied with foods for family 
meals and those surprise parties and guests. The modern Mother 
Hubbard doesn't look for a bone for her dog . . . she offers him 
a tidbit from a piece of imported boneless Polish ham. We 
advocate the policy of keeping two in the refrigerator . . . one 
for ready use and one to have on hand so that you're nevei- 
•without this versatile food which can be prepared or served 
as-is for so many meals and snacks. 
This ready cooked, lean, every-bit-edible ham can be sliced, 
cubed, ground, diced, or served whole, hot or cold for some o£ 
the best eating you've ever enjoyed. 
Using a little ingenuity and with a few sweeps of the hand, this- 
Party Sandwich Loaf recipe can be prepared like magic. Though 
the picture suggests a child's party theme, the delicacy is equally 
welcome to teenagers and older folks. The loaf goes together 
like long building blocks, the structure held intact with the 
smooth plastering of cream cheese frosting. 
Children, especially, can have great fun by cutting long slivers 
of cucumber peel to make stems for the canned or cooked apricot 
flowers decorating the top and (if you wish) around the sides 
of the loaf. For easier slicing1 be certain that loaf is made and 
refrigerated several hours before serving. 


PARTY SANDWICH LOAF 


1 one-pound loaf unsliced bread, crusts trimmed off. Cut length- 
•wise In four slices. 
To build loaf: 


1. Place one slice on cutting board. 
2. Butter to edges, cover with 6 slices of imported Polish ham. 
2. Cover with second slice of bread. Butter to edges and cover 


•with six slices of American cheese. 


4. Cover frith third slice of bread. Butter to edges. Spread 


•with chopped hard-cooked eggs moistened with mayonnaise* 
and seasoned to taste. 


5. Cover -with fourth slice of bread. 
6. Frost with: 2-8 oz. packages cream cheese 


(soften cheese and mix -with 1/3 cup cream). 


Chill until ready to serve, cut into slices.

Just enough 
of the wonderful cheese is used to give the dish that subtle 
something. 
Serve a crisp mixed green salad or serve carrot straws, wedges 
of lettuce and crunchy celery. Y.'ith all of the gorgeous fresh 
fruit (especially pears) flooding the markets, a dessert of fresh 
fruit will finish the meal with a flourish.

Here are half a dozen specif- 


ics that we recommend you fol- 


low, along with the reasons why. 


1. Reputable 
r e c i p e s for 


pached eggs suggest 
that the 


skillet or other pan in which the 
poaching is to be done be greased 
before the boiling water or eggs 
are added. Do so! If you do not, 
the eggs will slick more than 
necessary 
when you 
lift them 


out. and you'll have a thin layer 
of tenacious egg white lo clean 
off Ihe coltom of the pan. 


2. What used to be known as 


the hard-boiled egg is now often 
called the hard-cooked egg. This 
newer term sounds stuffy, pedan- 
tic,

whites, when cooked at too high 
a temperature for loo long a 
time, really can toughen to the 
point of becoming rubbery.

Lysenko. Moscow News added: 


"As can be seen, the fact that

tral Committee meeting:

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Swedish Student Speaks Here 


To Americans socialism is the 


antithesis of capitalism. There- 
fore, the word "socialism" can- 
not accurately he applied to Swe- 
den's economic system. 


This was one of the 
major 


points made by Arne Nilsson. 
Burlingame High school's foreign 
exchange student, speaking at the 
weekly luncheon of the Burlin- 
game Kiwanis club recently. 


Addressing his audience on "So- 


cialism and Socialism in Sweden," 
Arne, whose home is in Sundy- 
berg, Sweden, described the ex- 
tent of socialism in his native 
land and pointed out that while 
Americans have great interest in 
the Swedish way of life, they have 
many misconceptions also. 


Defining his terms, Arne ex- 


plained that the Russian thinks of 
socialism as the present and final 
stage in the development of com- 
munism, an American thinks of 
socialism as a hate word, the 
antithesis of capitalism, 
but 
a 


Swede considers socialism to be 
primarily a social welfare system 
rather than an economic one. 


In addition, Americans are re- 


luctant to recognize the extent of 
economic socialism in their own 
country which is about the same 
as that in Sweden. 


In Sweden, Arne said, govern- 


ment ownership is quite limited, 
ibeing restricted to about 45 per 
cent of the power sources, one 
natural source, the telephone com- 
pany, the post office and the rail- 
road. 


In contrast, the United Slates 


has much less government owner- 
ship than any country in the 
world but so much control and 
regulation that the Swedish and 
American systems are 
compar- 


able. 


However, Arne went on, there 


is far less government interven- 
tion in Sweden. There are no anti- 
trust laws, no Tart-Hartley laws, 
no government 
intervention in 


strikes and not even a remote 
possibility 
of 
the 
government 


playing a role such as President 
Kennedy played in the steel price 
controversy. 


Moreover, in Sweden there arc 


far more small businesses than 
in this country. In fact, the Swe- 
dish government openly encour- 
ages the small business (by giv- 
ing land, for example) to cut 
down unemployment and to in- 
crease competition. 


Thus while Sweden is basically 


as 
capitalistic as 
the United 


Stales, its social welfare system 
is the most 
developed 
in the 


world. And it is social welfare, 
not economics, that a Swedish 
person is referring to when he 
uses the word "socialism." 


Giving several examples, Arne 


explained lhal the government in 
Sweden pays two thirds of a cit- 
izen's medical bills and all of his 
hospital bills. 


An additional system recently 


inaugurated in Sweden attempts 
to make it possible for retired 
persons to maintain their accus- 
tomed slandard of living. To Ihis 
end. the government pays a pen- 


sion of two thirds the average 
income a person made during his 
15 most profitable year;. 


Taxes, of course, must pay for 


such an extensive social welfare 
program and the greatest tax bur- 
den is on the individual income. 
Nonetheless, Arne said that he 
prefers the Swedish system to our 
own primarily because such un- 
savory things as poverty, shims 
and unemployment have virtually 
been eliminated in his country. 


Arne concluded hi? talk by ex- 


pressing his thanks for the oppor- 
tunity to learn from his experi- 
ences in America 
and to help 


bridge the gap between the two 
counlries through greater under- 
standing. 


After 
Artie's interesting 
talk,
